SUICIDE STATISTIC3. 


Why Some Morbid People Take Their 
Own Lives. 
From the Cincinnati Commertvial. 

Statistics of suicide become more and more 
wortby of study each year. There is a 
ghastly fascinationinthem. A learned gen- 
tleman bas become so impressed with the 
frequency of self murder in modern times 
that be bas recently written a book on the 
subject. He contends that this crime is 
alarmingly on the increase. Whether it is 
really soor not, however, is hard to deter- 
mine. Lists of figures were not kept as 

carefully two centuries, or even one century 

2g0, as they are now. Ours is the age of 
statistics. It is the period of the railway 
and telegraph. Verbaps there are appar- 
ently more instances of self-destructio 
than there used to be because we hear o 
them more generally. 

The table of suicides in a recent number of 
the Commercia! coubtless furnished some 
material for reflection to everybody who was 
not too busy preparing for New Year’s calls. 

These se/f-murders number some eight 
bundred. For ages it has been a favorite old 
saw that people begin to commit suicide 
when green things begin to sprout in the 
spring. Our list seems to Indicate that there 
is something in the idea. It swells toits 
greatest numberinJuly. Ninety-seven cases 
are reported for that month. 


e Beginning with Marck the largest propor- 


tion of suicides per month continues oa up to 
September. In Maythe number is ninety- 
four. The fiery beat of July and August 
seems to set men’s brains sizzling, and to 
drive them to madness and death. During 
May, June, July and Augustthe average is 
ninety-one. 

As the year begins to go down the slope in 
the fall, when the fruit ripens and the leaves 
turn red and brown, the suicidal mania de- 
clines. For September, October and Novem- 
ber the monih ly average of self-murders is 
only thirty-nine, much less than half what 1t 
is during the hot months, 

The minimum is reachedin October. Then 
only thirty-four upfortunates hustled them- 
selves into eternity. With December the list 
begins to go up again, increasing irregularly 
onuptoits maximum in July. Certainly 
there must be some reason why fewer per- 
scons killthemseives in autumn than at any 
othertime. [t is curious, too. to note the 
great number of persons who commit suicide 
by burling themselves in front of railway 
trains. That method seems seems to be very 
popular. 

Now, why do all these people kill them- 
seives? The retsonis not given in the dis- 
patches asoftenus it ought tobe. Where 
the cause docs appear nothing is plainer 
than that the people who would seem to 
bavethe rigbt iv kill themselves, if anvbody 
has, don’tdo it. Povegty and destitution do 
not generally scem tobe an exciting cause, 
for then the most suicides would occur in the 
dead of wintcr, when the want of food and 
clothing isfe!t most keenly. Butthisis not 
the case. And tramps do not commit suicide 
as oftem as wc!|-'o- do farmers. 

Again, if anything could justify an individ- 
ual in putting bimvelf into an eternal sleep, 
it would probably be intense physical suffer- 
ing. A man wao was periodically racked and 
broken on the wheel by the tortures of neu- 
ralgia, with no prospect of relief this side the 
grave or the crematory, might almost be ex- 
cused if attimes heshouid feel like asking 
himself seriousiy whether life was worth 
living. Somivzht aperson slowly dying of 
consumption, or perbaps one to whom the 
horrors of «dyspepsia were not unfamiliar. 
Butno. Suicide from physical sufferings 1s 
comparatively rare. Invalids wish to live as 
lopg as anybody else. In the list of 800, there 
aresome two or three who destroyed them- 
selyes on account of neuralgia, poor souls! A 
few others took their own lives on account of 
“ill-health.*’ What particular kind of ill- 
healih is not mentioned. 

The people who kill themselves are apt to 
be driven to it by causes which sensible indi- 
viduals witha yood digestion would pro- 
nounce whollv imaginary. 

What wou!d vour solid citizen, with a pros- 
pectof years before him in which to enjoy 
turkey and broiled oyster dinners, say toa 
fellow who cut his throatforlove? Or reli- 
gion ether? when we cometo that, although 
+ ra scarcely dotosay such a thing out 
oud. 

Yet the figurcs show that more people com- 
mit suicidefrom emotional disappointments 
and disturbancesthan from any one other 
cause. In our table for 1880 it appears that 
no less than 117 persons killed themselves on 
account of dissappointed love or domestic 
troubles. Foo!s! murmurs your solid citizen 
who enjoys good cating. So they are. 

Next to love and quareling and religion or 
the emotional causes, whisky plays the most 

rominhent partin driving man to suicide. 

ntemperance is mentioned as the cause in 
lifty-fine instances. Undoubtedly it had 
something to do withthe deathsin many 
cases wherein the cause ia stated. 

Far more men than women kill themselves, 
altbough man |= supposed to be stronger-mind 
ed than bis sister. Of women,the prosti- 
tutes commit suicide oftener than any oth- 
ers. 

Of miscellaneous reasons for self-murder, 
s0me in our list are so whimsical as almost to 
excite asmile. In July,Cicero Jones shot him- 
self because avirlsenthim a smallegnitten. 
Cicero could not bave had a very strong head. 
A man offin Texas sent a bullet through his 
brain because he thought he had killed his 
mother-in-law. When he found she was 
coming to and wasn’t dead after all, it 1s sup- 
posed he fired the fatal shot into himself. 
Several big school boys killed themselves be- 


* cause their fathers whipped them. In Texas, 


Ann Eliza Fostershot herself because her 
mother whipped her. Texasis a wonderfu! 
State. Another child there, a boy thirteen 
years old, shot bimself because bis parents 
would not let him mary the girl he 
loved. His name was Geranimo 
Grenada. l’oor Geranimo! In North Caro- 
lina a voung lady | herself because her 
father was not elected to the Legislature. 
Disappointment over the elections caused 
several suicides. Emil Kyer was a young map 
twenty year? oj:!. - He was lazy about getting 
up mornings. His father reproved him for it. 
Emil shot bimself. He would rather die than 
getupearly. Oneof the most remarkable 
suicides in the list was that of Mra. Shappell, 
who poisoned herseif with Paris green be- 
cause ber neighbors gossiped about her. If 
every lady whose neighbors talked about her 
were to commit suicide on account of it, how 
many of the sex would be left presently?

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A DRUGGISI’S ERROR. 


How a Misplaced Label Caused Trou- 
bie Out West. 
Rosita (Col.) Letter to Denver Tribune. 


At 9 o’clock tbig morning Mrs. Minnie 
Morgan, one of the parties poisoned on 
Christmas day, died. Mrs. Morgan was 
formerly from Whitehall, Lilinois, where her 
husband now resides. Shecame to Kosita 
early in the spring, and has not been strong 
and hearty any of thetime. The work by 
which she earned her livelihood, dressmak- 
ing, told seriously upon her weak body, and 
for the two or three days previous to Christ- 
mas she had been under a phvsician’s care. 
Dr. Parker on Christmas morning wrote a 
prescription which contained as One of the 
medical properties a grain of caffein (the ac- 
tive principle of coffee.) This prescription 
was taken to Charles Huber’s drug store and 
put up. Previously, however, Mr. Tucker, 
the Justive of the Peace of this place, had 
called axd had five powders of a grain 
each, put up for _ himself. Taking 
one of the powders before breakfast, he short- 
ly afterwards became very sick and a physi- 
cian was summoned, who supposed his pa- 
tient had been attacked with paralysis, to 
which he is aubject. One of the persons in 
attendance called at the drug store and stated 
the case,so peculiar, and this caused the 
druggist to examine the pregcription and the 
medicines used, to see tbat he had made no 
mistake. To his horror he foundthat a re- 
cently arrived bottle, which was labeled on 
the wrapper “Cit Caffein,’’ had on the glass 
itself a label bearing the words ‘‘Sulp. Atro- 
pia,’? commonly known as belladonna. Word 
was instantly sent to the doctor at the 
Justice’s bedside and also to Mrs. Gardner. 
The latter had, however, taken the dose, and 
herself was in the physician’s hands. At 
once the doctors piied their utmost skill to 
counteract the effects of the poison, and the 
next day both had recovered their senses. 

The Justice has gradually improved, and 
to-day experiences but little of the effects ef 
the narcotics, but Mrs. Morgan has hung be- 
tween life and death until the Jatter came to 
ber relief as stated this morning. Her phy- 
sician, in a conversation with your reporter, 
dces not lay her death entirely to the drug, 
but there can be no question of its being the 
indirect cause, for be stated she hud no in- 
curable disease, and expected up tothe time 
the mistake wes made to restore her to health 
avain. There will benoinquest. The drug- 
gist asserts that the oottle came wrongly 
wrapped from New York, and he 
took tbe not infrequent method of 
using the bottle, simply tearing enough off 
the wrapper away to get out the cork. Caf- 
fein and belladonna come in bottles of the 
same size andtbape, the former containing 
less by weight, but notin bulk. He very can- 
didly states that had it not been before break- 
fast in the morning and the store fullof cus- 
tomers and himself unwell, he would have 
noticed the d‘fference in quantity necessary toe 
make the grain called for by the prescription. 
In his twenty-seven years’ drug business he 
never before had known of a bottle coming 
wrongly wrapped. The case is a curious and 
sad one,and shows che extreme care which 
druggists must exercise 1n every way to avoid 
fatal errors. 


Big Thing on Ice. 
From the New Yoik Tribune. 


A rajlroad is to be buiit on ice in Russia. 
Cronstadt is five miles from the coast, and 
eighteen from the capital. Inthe summer, 
communication is easily and cheaply main- 
tained by means of steamers, but when the 
Gulf of Finiand becomes coated with ice, 
Cronstadt has to depend for transport to and 
from the island upon a number of rough lit- 
tle sledges, never trustworthy and alwavs 
dear. The inconvenience of this system has 
led the Baltic Railway Company to obtain 
permission of the Government to throw a 
light line of rails across the ice to the island. 
The undertaking wii] not be beset with any 
serious obstacies, and it is believed that it can 
be successfully accomplished in eight or nine 
days. As soon.as the ice is reported sufficiently 
stropg by the engineers, gangs of laborers 
will proceed to lay Gown sleepers on the flat 
frozen surface, freezing them into position 
by means ofa few buckets of water. The rails 
will then be fixed on, and light trains will 
convey passengers and woods direct to their 
destination. Theonly difficulty about the 
enterprise is the ability of the ice to support 
heavy weights, but asitis rarely less than a 
pers thick in this quarter of the Gulf of Fin- 
and, and issupported atintervals bv sand- 
banks, the engineers themselves anticipate 
no trouble on this score.

His Characteristics, His Works aad 
His inclinations Censidered. 
From the London Spectator. : 

They have never since the Maccabees pro- 
duced a greater soldier, for Massena was only 
second-rate, the Jewish chief of the staff on 
the Austrian side did not succeed at Sadowa, 
and we cannot yet credit them with a states- 
anan of \the first-class. Beaconsfield is hard- 
ly more than a great party leader in politics, 
though he has a certain genius for appre- 
bending the passing waves of emotion in the 
British people; Lasker has never overthrown 
a Government: Cremieux proved a failure at 
Bordeaux. Fould was only a clear-headed 
banker; Sir H. Drummond Wolff has scarcely 
made a mark, and if G:mbetta is, as the 
Jewish papers say, Hebrew by descent, he is 
at once the strongest representative of the 
race and the one whose biood is least pure. 
The Jews have never produced a very great 
engineer, and, curiously enough, have not 
risen to the front rank among the {cuptains of 
industry. Wecan recall no man of the race 
who, as an inventor, is onalevel with Ark- 
wright; or, as manufacturer, with Titus Salt; 
or, a8 contractor, with Mr. Brassey; for 
Strousberg, wbo in the range of his ideas was 
decidedly greater than any of the three,failed, 
bemg beaten, we have always thought, by 
qualities the world does not attribute to 
Jews, ap over-fervid imagination and breadth 
of enterprise. The Jew has not the con- 
structive faculties in anv unusual degree, and 
still less the industrial; in fact, he produces 
nothing, neither buildings, nor food, nor 
ships; but he has keen intelligence and great 
strenuousness, and in our day keen intelli- 
gence tells, while strenuousness, in many 
departments of life, compensates for in- 
dustry. The Jew succeeds as a iaw- 
yer, aS an official, asa Profes- 
sor, aS an advocate, as a parliamentary de- 
bater, as a proprietor of journals, as a physi- 
cian, and in many walks of literature, o¢ca- 
sionally, asin Heine’s case, rising to the 
highest. That heis a great wealth-maker, 
we should, if we had the courage to defy a 
nniversal prepossessiop, be inclined to deny, 
for he adds nething to the wealth of the 
world, and the mass of his nation remains, 
therefore, poor to penury, no poverty sur- 
passing that of Russian, Polish,German and 
Austrian Jews, that is, of the enormous ma- 
jority; but be has mastered the, secret that 
woney is tu be made rapidly by the distribu- 
tion of products; he has been compelled, by 
the oppression of centuries, to comprehend 
exactly the value of paper *‘securities’’ and 
the mode of dealing with them, and, his in- 
tellect being exactly fitted to the work, when- 
ever he gets fair playin those departments 
of life, he beats ali competitors, except per- 
haps, Armenians and Parsees. 

Within his limits the Jewsucceeds, and, as 
he is extremely strenuous, rarely burdens 
himself with more education than he neeas, 
for, though Jews are among the most culti- 
vated of mankind, the majority care mere to 
be linguists, mathematicians, and masters of 
the ways of tradec—and has a3 one the sympa- 
thy of 
and with less friction than his competitors, 
till insome places every prominent person 
seems to be more or less aJew,and Dr. 
Stocker’s fierce epigram becomes literally 
true: ‘*‘Atthe post-mortem examination of 
a pody lately there were present the district 
physician, the lawyer, the surgeon, and anoth- 
erphysician, ali Jews, and none but the 
corpse was German. JBbehold a picture of 
the present!’’ The success is won fairly 
enough, by qualities which his rivals might 
display, if they had them, !y intelligence, 
effort, and readiness to accept all inevitable 
conditions. ‘the only advantages Jews pos- 
eess are their cosmopolitan character, which is 
an eccident; their mutual sympathy, which, 
though sometimes carried rather far—as in 
the feeling which the Jews of ali countries 
have displayed for Lord Beaconstield—is 
natural in an oppressed race, and a certain 
limitation of sympathy to their own peopte, 
which makes all Christians deem them hard. 
Read Loid Beaconstie!d upen Irishmen or on 
English politics, and then read him on his 
own peopie, and mark the difference of the 
passion. 

It is more easy toexplain why Jews suc- 
ceed than why they fail, but in one respect 
they certainly do fail. They genuinely de- 
sireto be liked by the people among whom 
they sojourn, and they are not liked, either 
in Asia, or America, or Europe. This is not 
due to their creed, for Asia tolerates ali 
creeds, and their cultus, depending on pedi- 
gree, gives no offense by proselytism, while 
in Europe whole classes hold a faith hardly 
distinguishable from theirs. Nor is it ~— 
conception of !ife which is offensive. Je 
have become an adaptable race; they do not 
reverence asceticism, and theiridea of lux- 
ury, apart from acertain love of splendor 
which the East thinks magnificent and the 
West vulgar, differs very little from that of 
their competitors. The rich German or 
Frenchman or Englishman has not much 
right to talk about Jewish profusion, or his 
hunger after material comfort, or even his 
fondness for display. Still, the Jew is dis- 
liked, as his rivals, living like him, are not 
(disliked, andin all western countries oy 
aré pardoned to successful natives which in 
successful Jews arouse the bitterest resent- 
ment. The reasonisallegedto be want of 
patriotism, but though the Jews are often 
cosmopolitan, andin countries where they 
are persecuted distinctly hostile to the op- 
pressive regime—a hostility rising in States 
like Roumania toa’ passion—they often can 
be and are patriotic. There are no more de- 
cided Germans, Frenchmen, or Italians than 
the Jews of those countries; andthe English 
Jews would be English, too, were they not so 
few and so impatient of the English temper- 
ament. Themain reasons, we believe, for the 
dislike are two—the first being that the Jews 
in ali countries remain Jews, that is, distinct- 
ive, and thereby acquire the dislike with 
which any foreign race whatever similarly 
successful would be regarded; and the sec- 
ond, thatthey are an exceedingly pushing 
people. They are not more disliked than the 
Scotch were, and the Greeks are, in England 
or thanthe Poles are in those districts of 
Germany where the races come in contact. 
**My people,’’ said one of the most accom- 
plished and best born of their number to the 
writer, ‘*have all one foible which breeds 
trouble. All Jews are vain.”? They like to 
be at the top, to be great in society, to assert 
themselves strongly, with a certain triumph, 
as of people to whom justice has been done 
at last; and as self-assertion has till recently 
been difficult, their manners have often be- 
come, as a witty American said, ‘‘a little 
large in proportion.”

REGISTERED BONDS. 


The Enormous Wealth of Vanderbilt— 
His Bonads. 
Washington Cor. Cincinnati Commercial. 


It is estimated at the Treasnry Department 
tbat the four’per cent registered bonds are 
scattered over the country in about the, same 
proportion as the rest of the public debt. If 
this be sO itis very easy to find where the 
public debt is held. Heretofore it has been 
impossibl@ to tell anything aBout it, but the 
registration system, under which the four per 
cent loan was pisced, enables us to tell with a 
good deal of accuracy in what States and sec- 
tions the public debt is held. So far asthe 
registered loan is concerned, this cin be told 
to a cent, 

To get this information for the new census 
General Walker caused the bonds to be ex- 
amined by a detail of clerks. The resyit is 
that we find $61,000,000 of these hunds own- 
ed in the Eastern States, $ 221,000,000 owned 
in the Middle States, $48,000,000 owned in 
the Western States and $11,000,000 ‘in the 
Southern States, These figures are in round 
numbers, It is thought by the Treasury ofli- 


| ¢lals that the entire public debtis held in 


different sections in about the same propor- 
tion. A striking fact in connection with 
these figuresis that W. H. Vanderbilt indi- 
vidually owns more registered U.S. bonds 
than areowned in allthe nineteen Western 
States and Territores. These States and 
Territories have a population of over twenty 
millions, yetthere is held among them but 
$49,000,000 of registered bonds, or less than 
Mr. Vanderbilt owas. In the fourteen South- 
ern States $12,000,000 are owned, or about 
one-fourth the amount held by a single citi- 
zen in New York. 

A prominent Treasury official, in speaking 
of the inequalities of fortune as illustrated by 
these figures,said that he thought it would 
eventually cause discontent. A man with the 
enormous wealth now possessed by Mr. Van- 
derbilt could add to it very rapidly; in fact, 
it will double itself in twenty years if put in- 
to 4 per cent bonds and let alone, save to add 
the annual interest. With the present *‘start”’ 
which Mr. Vanderbilt has in bends and divi- 
dend-paying stocks, it will be an easy matter 
for him to be worth at least $250,000,000, should 
he live twenty years hence. It is said that he 
is worth more than half of thissum now. In 
speaking of the rapid accumulation of wealth 
in the hands of a few, which has been more 
strikingly illustrated in the past few 
years tban ever before, a member of 
the Senate, who has been long in 
public service, told your correspondent re- 
cently that before the war he never expected 
toive <o see an American who was really 
worth $50,000,000. Hethen thought that the 
time would eventually come when a citizen 
could command this amount of weaith, but 
he thought it would not be realized during 
the present century. 
twenty years remaining of the century. there 
is one citizen at least whois generally beliey- 
ed (and withthe best of reasons) to be worth 
th: ee times this amount. 

Outside the Vanderbilt family there is no 
single individual who owns over $5,000,000 or 
registered bonds. Those who own one million 
are not numerous. Quite a number, several 
hundredin fact, in different portions of the 
country,have over $100,000. This is regard- 
ed as a nice pium, and the man who has tug- 
ced a long time to get the round $100,000 can 
weil afford to take a rest, and draw $1,000 in 
interest everv ninety days. He enjoys it al- 
most as much as the man who, by dailv labor 
and application, earns an equal income, 


Deception in Furs: 
From the Indianapolis News. 

W bile strolling along the streets of Indian- 
apolis the other day, our reporter, in a dusty, 
cobwebby window, saw a piece of cardboard 
four or five inches square,on which was 
written‘ **Pure skunk oil and ’coon oil.” A 
moth-eaten, weather-beaten ’coon = skin 
— above the door, which the reporter en- 
tered. 3 

‘*What do people buy skunk oil for?” said 
the proprietor in his answer, repeating the 
question. ‘*Why, they buy it for rheumat- 
ism, and, I say, it never failsto cure.’’? The 
reporter desired to see some pure skunk oil, 
having heard there were many Worthless imi- 
tations abroad, and was shown a pint flask of 
an oily liquid of the color of linseed oil. The 
fluid had nomore and no worse odor than 
lard oil. ‘‘We sell to all sorts of 
people, white, black, and yeilow, the 
richest and the poorest,’ the proprietor con- 
tinued. ‘*'This oilwe get from the skins— 
that’s as much ofthe skunk as I get—and the 
yield is usually about four ounces tothe skin. 
Sometimes we get half a pint, and sometimes, 
though seldom, as.much as a pint tothe pelt. 
There’sno more than one skin in a thousand 
that’ll yield a pint of oil. The animal is thin in 
flesb in summer, but very fatin winter. Skunk 
hides, last year, the best quality, were worth 
from $1 75 to $2 each. They will not be worth 
much more than halfas much this year. I 
handled 2,000 skunk skins last year, nearly all 
of which were caught in Indiana. The animal 
aboundsin Southern and. Central Indiana. 
There areafewin this county, not many. 
The skins have been worth as much as $3 50, 
but the)’ll never see that price again—not 
very soon, at least.’’ 

‘‘Is there any danger ofthe skunk crop in 
this State becoming exhausted?” ‘*None éat 
all. Askunk will have from three to seven 
tay ata litter—usually about five. I’ve 


eenafur buyer for forty-two years, and’ 


there are more skunks in this State now than 
ever. Thereisaprejudice againstthe ani- 
mal, which makes it necessary to sell the fur 
to ladies under several pretty aliases, among 
which are ‘fitch’and ‘American sable.’ Be- 
sides being made into muffs and trimmings, 
the skins are largely used in making fine car- 
riage robes.’’

THE CHILIANS IN PERU. 


How Don Patricio Lynch is Pillaging 
the Fair Country. 
Chimbote (Peru) Corr San Francisco Chronicle. 


Tenderingour three paper soles (about 30 
cents in silver) atthe depot window inthe 
port of Chimbote, we received from _ the 
American agent a ticket to Paleseco and re- 
turn, some three leagues ride. After walk- 
ing around the locomotive and satisfying our- 
self as to the China engineer’s ability to drive 
the concern insafety, we board the train and 
are soon rolling through the . y sand- 
his on the Pacific coast. The train is 
thoroughly American. The marrow gauge 
road is American, too. Here is the young 
lady instylish gray traveling suit and haf, 
her fingers and ears heavily jeweled. But for 
her littie feet, and eyes darker than any 
night Peru hasever witnessed,there was 
nothing to distinguish her from an American 
girl until she walked ont, then we knew she 
was Peruvian, for who but they can move in 
tbat pretty, graceful style? 

‘*Palesco!’’ cries the brakeman, and we 
leave the traintoboard another. Now we 
are on the property of the great sugar estate. 
This road, these cars, are a part of the plan- 
tation, and belongto one man—Senor Don 
Derteano, a banker living in Lima. Soon we 
reach the magic line which divides a desolate 
waste from the ‘‘sweet fields of the Peruvian 
Eden.” Totheright, on the hills, are the re- 
mains of old Inca temples, while before us, 
from among the Australian gums, arose broad 
and fairthe ruined Hacienda del Puente, its 
high towers and beautiful white walis glow- 
ing inthe midday sun. Rolling through an 
iron gate, surmounted by asplendidly orna- 
mented arch, we alighted inalarge court, 
paved with smooth brick and asort of hard 
plaster, and looked with wonder about us. 
W bat must have been this place before Lynch 
and his Chilians found entrance her@ several 
weeks ago? Helanded in Chimbote, and 
after burning the Custom-house, in obedience 
to the orders of his government, sent 
a flag of truce to Senor Artuso Derteano, one 
of the sons,demanding the sum of $600,000 in 
gold. This gentleman was very willing to 

ay the money, and telegraphed his father in 
ann But a few hours before the affirma- 
tive answer reached Chimbote, Lynchapplied 
the dynamite and torch, till property worth 
fivetimesthe amount demanded was in 
ashes. This, to day, is the condition of the 
farm that was well worth £1,000,000. We 
stood within the roofless walls where the 
flames had licked the building empty, even 
burning the heavy beam far into the brick 
work. Theapartment for pressing out the 
cane, for some reason, had not been burned. 
They lit a charge of dynamite under the huge 
balance-wheel, twenty-five feet in diameter, 
but beyond a few chips blown off, no damage 
was doneit. Butthey went around with 
sledge hammers, and stove in 
ali the small boilers j$and _ pipes. 
One enterprising chap had attacked a big 
column which supportedtbe weight of the 
floor above. He had cut almost through,and 
only knocked off when perhaps told thatthe 
whole affair would come down on him. In 
the sugar works are fiftecn or twenty large 
coppex kettles, precisely alike, the feed of 
each being regulated by alittle wheel about 
four ixches in diameter, and spme one had 
walked around toeach kettle and, without 
toucbing anything ois6, Garefully broke off 
each valve-whee! in exacily the same placé 
ov the little shaft. The cane is brought from 
d.fferent parts of the estate by cars, dumped 
directly intothe mammoth self-feeder and 
carried into the mill. Three locomotives 
were used for this, but two of them now 
stand in the round-house ruined. 

‘*We noticed that alithe machinery in the 
works bore the names of American factories, 
as did the steam road-wagons and plows out- 
side. ‘The rum and rice works, as well as the 
sugar-mille, were completely demolished. 
The proprietor has set his coolies clearing 
away the wreck, but, except repairing the 
dwelling-houses, nothing will be rebuilt till 
the war is over. 

‘Chili did a polite but cruel deed when she 
struck at this prihcely property—this institu- 
tion that employed a thousand people, that 
could refine and distil enough sugar and rum 
to pay an enormous daily revenue tothe goy- 
ernment. So, until Lima falls or Chili lies 
broken at her gates, the beautiful Hacienda 
del Puente, the queen of the desert, must sit 
amid the ashes and ruins, with the sombre 
old Inca houses on the neighboring hills.’’

A BELGIAN SCANDAL. 


Enticing English Girls to the Continen; 
fer Kvil Purposes. 
Paris Letter to the New York Herald. 


Public feeling in Belgium and in England j, 
at this moment violéatly and painfully exc). 
ed by the revelations that have just bee, 
made in Brussels. Eight wretches, most o¢ 
them French, and four of them women, stooq 
charged with decoying a numberof unfortup. 
ate English girls from their homes and deliy. 
ering tnem over forcibly and fraudulently to 
Continental houses of debauchery. Thess 
creatures form part ofan organized confed. 
eracy, which has its head-qartersin Londoy, 
For many years they have been carrying oy 
their.trade uumolested by the Belgian police 
and, indeed, as tere i too much reason to 
suspect, with its connivance, Fool. 
ish girls have been spirited away 
from the:r friends and have disappeared for. 
ever or returned at last broken down in 
beaith, corrupted in morals and ruined in 
reputation. Their abductors have been liy. 
ing meanwhile in perfect security, laughing 
at the endeavors made to save their victims. 
At the first blush such things seem quite i». 
credible. There are surely such oflicials as 
Consuls and Ambassadors. Belgium has its 
police as well as all other civilized countries, 
You might have supposed nothing would 
have been easier than for the victims to ap. 
peal to the representatives of their nation 
for protection and to the foreign magis. 
trates for redress. Yet it was not 
so, evidently, or we should never have had 
to read the heartrending story told at the 
trial by these poor English girls. Here, for 
instance, is the evidence of Miss Newland, 
who came into court attended bya respecta- 
ble old lady and who it appears was once both 
pretty and virtuous. Miss Newland made 
the acquaintance in London of the leader of 
the band—a flashy and attractive man, then 
passing under the name of M. Frederic. Un- 
der promise of marriage M. Frederic pursu- 
aded herto follow him to tbe Continent, 
where the wedding was to be celebrated. At 
Calais the villain sold the poor. girl 
to an individual called Greaux, 
She was inscribed on the po- 
lice list. Soon after she fell ill and had to be 
removed to a hospital, where, fortunately for 
her, she met a clergyman who helped her to 
return to England. Thisis a specimen of the 
way things were managed in France. In 
Belgium the devices resorted to by the con- 
ductors were very similar. Generally they 
were careful toselect young women ignorant 
of the French language for their victims. The 
temptations held out to induce them to léave 
England were varied to suit each par- 
ticular case. Some were offered lu- 
crative places as servants or governess- 
es; Others were deluded by the prospect 
of a brilliant marriage. Once in Brussels,they 
were led like sheep to the police office known 
as the ‘*‘Bureau de Mccurs.’? There, without 
their having aninklingof the horrible trick- 
ely, they were Officially registered. The rest 
was easy. Tbree girls—almost children— 
were in this way induced to proceed to Brus- 
eels by oneof the prisoners, a man calied 
Roger. Oneof them, named Tanner, had 
been promised marrige by Kogey. To get her 
tu go inside the Bureau des Mwurs he assur- 
ed her it was the Custom- house, 
These are but two out of a 
hostof similar cases. Over forty witnesse; 
gave eviderce at the trial, and much oftheir 
testimony was, to use the police court phrase- 
ology, ‘‘unfit for publication.’’ Most of the 
prisoners were ola offenders well known to 
the police. Their villany was clearly brought 
home to them and denounced in scathing 
terms by the Procureur du Roti. The Tribuna! 
took time, nevertheless, to consider its verdict. 
At length it made upits mind. ‘The chief 
criminal, Roger, was sentenced to—twent7 
years hard labor, you imagine? Not at all. 
To two years’ imprisogpent and a trifling 
fine. Greatix £62 Oné year’s itmprison- 
ment and was fined 500f. A wreich called 
Mayer getten months’ imprisonment and was 
fined 500f% Another, named Perpete, wis 
lec off with eighteen months. And, heaviest 
senterce of all—tbree years’ imprisonment— 
was passed On aman named Regnier, who did 
not think it prudent to appear. As to the 
female culprits, they were let off with slight 
fines. The decision of the Brussels magis- 
trates is lenient to imbecility and reflects lit- 
tle credit on the Belgian Bench. Iftbe Brit- 
ish authorities do not take the matter up 
energetically it will be surprising.

But the President did not respond in an au- 
tograph note that would have been electro- 
typed and used as an advertisement. 

Another enterprising firm which has its 
headquarters on Broadway in the big city of 
New York sent the President an improved 
boy’s bicycle, asking that he present it to his 
voungest son and informthem what the young 
gentlemanthought of it. A music rack witn 
a similar request was sent, to be givento Mrs. 
Hayes or daughter. <A pipe manufacturing 
firm in Connecticut has sent a curiously- 
wrought calumet in meerschaum. Theown- 
ers of patent pens, file-bolders and desks have 
forwarded presents. All sorts of bric-a-bprac 
have come in from all parts of the country. 
But why enumerate? I must, however, put 
in one more of this class of presents. A wive- 
seller has sent a botile of champagne with 4 
patent cork that is warranted to allow the 
pouring of the wine bv tbe mostinexper'- 
erced without epilling.’ President Hayes 
sent this to Secretary Evaris. Another clas 
of presents comeg from the *frural districis.’’ 
The White Housé cellar has enough coun'ry 
micce-méat, apples, cheese and graves to /ast 
at least five Christmasses. Then there is 
variety of pumpkins. They are all tare. 
Each sender forwarded his specimen with the 
belief that it was “about the largest ever 
raised.’’

apy nation at war with the United States, 
and to fix the tolls, ifit shall so elect, 
so as to discriminate in favor of the com- 
merce of the United States and Mexico. Mr. 
Eads did everything in his power while 
in Mexico to assure the representative 
men whom he met there of the 
existence of the kindliest feeling on the part 
of our citizens towards the Mexican people, 
and thatfrom one end of the land to the 
other there wasthe most earnest desire on 
the part of the United States to increase the 
social and commercia) intercourse between 
thetworepublics. As an evidence on the 
part ofthe Mexican Government that this 
sentiment was fully appreciated and warmly 
sympatbized in by Mexico, it was determined 
tosend Mr. Eads home, with the “‘conces- 
sion” in his pocket, in the Mexican war 
steamer Independence.
